ANOTHER DAY SPENT IN, THE 
| HOUSE DISCUSSING IT. 


. The Oleomargerice Tax Bill to be Discussed For 
r Some Time to Come—A Day of Merrimentin 
the House—The President Annoyed Over 
Reports of His Marriage, Etc, 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—[Special.]—The 
house continues to pound away on the oleo- 
margarine bill with the apparent intention of 
devoting the entire weck to its consideration. 
Everybody is to speak on one side or another 
of this remarkable bill. Hitherto it has been 
able to overrun every other measure which 
has asked the attention of the house since it 
was taken up. 

Mr. Holman today announced his intention 
of cailing up the legislative appropriation bill 
tomorrow, but even it will hardly bo able to 
push aside this mighty butter bilf. 

THE PRESIDENT ANNOYED, 

Among the many conflicting rumors as to 
the alleged matrimonial intentions of the 
president is the expression of Speaker Carlisle 
today to some friends, that he was certain the 
president did not intend to marry, and was 
very much annoyed at the incessant gossip on 
the subject.

A DULL DAY IN THE SENATE. 


The Northern Pacific Land Forfeiture Bill 
Discussed, 

WASHINGTON, May 27.—The senate dis- 
cussed the Northern Pacific land forfeiture 
bill until 2 o’clock. The bill then went over 
and Mr. Miller submitted a conference re- 

rt on the bill “abolishing certain fees,” etc., 

n connection with American shipping. 

[This is the bila containing the Frye amend- 
ment, authorizing the president to deny, by 
proclamation, to vessels of foreign countries 
such privileges as are denied to American ves- 
sels in such foreign countries. | 

The report w¥s concurred in. 

Mr. Miller explained that the bill as agreed 
to in conference was substantially as it was 
passed by the senate. 

{The house has taken similar action and the 
bill now goes to the president. ] 

Resolutions of respect to the memory of ex- 
Senator Miller, of California, were then called 
_ upand enlogies were pronounced by Messrs. 
Stanford, Edmunds, Voorhees, Logan, Fair, 
Harrison, Dolph and Hearst. 

Mr. Brown iutroduced a bill to authorize 
the east Georgia and Florida railroad compa- 
ny *o construct a bridge across Altamaha river 
in the counties of Wayne and Liberty or Tat- 
nal), Georgia, at points where the railroad 
crosses the river. 

The senate then adjourned. 


SHIPPING AND OLEOMARGARINE. 


Two Bills Debated in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 


W AsHINGTON, May 27.—In the house, Mr. 
Dingley, from the committee of conference 
submitted a report of the committee on the 
shipping bill. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, thought the 
cousideration of the report should be postponed 
until members of the house had an opportunity 
to examine the provisions of the bill carefully. 
The question involved in the Frye amend- 
ment was broader than at the first blush it 
might appear to be. It not only conferred 
the privilege but imposed the duty 
upon the president to withdraw from 
foreign vessels certain privileges when those 
privileges had been denied to American ves- 
sels in the country to which such foreign ves- 
gels belonged. The supposed need for the pro- 
vision rose out of the recent troubles with 
Canada, but there was nota word in the bill 
about fishing vessels. There was no hurry 
for the passage of this bill and it could be con- 
sidered more fully at some future day than it 
could now. There was no danger of war, and 
the executive had under consideration a set- 
tlement of the Canadian fishery trouble. 

Mr, Dingley said that the necessity for the 
proposed legislation had been suggested by the 
recent denial of certain privileges to United 
States vessels in Canadian ports; but the law 
ought to be on the statute books without re- 
gard to the fishery trouble. In 1823 the 
United States had offered to place 
versels of any foreign country in our 
ports on the same basis as our own 
vessels, if the foreign country would place 
American vessels in its ports on the same 
basis, At that time the discriminations against 
Ameiican vessels was in the form of discrimi- 
nating charges and duties. Now it had been 
shown that certain United States vessels were 
being denied commercial privileges; the privi- 
leges of buying supplies, ice or bait, and all 
commercial privileges except simply those of 
shelter, repairing, purchasing wood and ob- 
taining water. Inview of the fact that the 
country was attempting to discriminate against 
a certain class of American vessels, 1t was pro- 
posed by this bill simply to extend the author- 
ity given by the act of 1523, so that the presi- 
dent might issue his proclamation withhold- 
ing from vessels of any country which dis- 
criminated against our vessels, precisely the 
privileges which were denied to us. 

Mr. Belmont, in order to correct any im- 
ression that might prevail to the contrary, 
nguired whether the provision was not a gen- 

eral one, in of being applicable alone to 
the Canadian difficulty, and whether it did 
not confer merely discretionary power upon 
the president; a question which Mr. Dunn 
answered in the affirmative. 

Mr. Reed, of Maine, said the present diffi- 
culty arose out of the attempt of Canada to 
ignore all advances of civilization in the mat- 
ter of commercial relations of the world. The 
pending proposition was simply to arm the 
president with the right to deprive Canadians 
of the privileges of which they deprived the 
citizeus of the United States. 

‘The report was then agreed to without 
division. 

The house then resumed consideration of the 
o)eomargarine bill. 

The pending amendment reducing the 
special tax imposed on manufacturers of oleo- 
margarine from $600 to $100 was lost—44 to 119. 

Mr. Blanchard, of Louisiana, offered an 
amendment, including in the definition of 
manufacturer of oleomargarine any person 
who used oleomargarine or any part of the in- 
gredients which enter into its composition in 
the manufacture of butter. 

Nearly an hour was consumed in an effort 
to secure a quorum, but the amendment was 
finally rejected—32 to 140. 

Mr. Dunham, of Illinois, and Breckinridge, 
of Arkansas, offered several amendments re- 
cucing the amount of the special taxes impos- 
ed upon manufacturers, but they were all vo- 
ted down, though in each case much time was 
consumed in voting by tellers. 

Mr. Reagan, of Texas, offered an amendment 
extending the provision of the 
special license tax section to 
ne — eng in butter, ancient 
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bolding a less quantity than represented, adul- 
terated wi es and brandies, whiskies, shoddy 
clothes, s' es with brown paper soles, or any 
article of ‘ood, drink or wear, which is im- 
pure, adulterated or of short measure. 

Mr. Hatch raised a point of order that the 
amendment was not germane, and the chair- 
man, Mr. Springer, sustained the point. 


Mr. Reagan, however, insisted upon his 


right to be heard in opposites to the point of 
order—a right which the committee did not 
appear to be willing to accord him,as his every 
utterance was interrupted by cries of “vote” 
and “regular order” and much noise and con- 
fusion existed in the hall. When some degree 
of order had been restored Mr. Reagan argued 
that the bill was either a frand or a revenue 
bill and that if it were the latter his amend- 
ment was perfectly germane, but the chair- 
man reaffirmed his decision and Mr. Reagan 
took an appeal. 


* 
The decision of chair was sustained, 131 to 
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32. 

Mr. Daniel, of, Virginia, moved to reduce 
the special tax on retail dealers in oleomarga- 
rine from sixty-eight dollars to twenty-five 
dollars. He would atthe proper time, he said, 
move to abolish the tax on fruit, brandy and 
tobacco. It was his desire to make the billa 
legitimate one. Ifthe bill should pass, in its 
present shape, the gentlemen who were seek- 
ing to protect the people against adulterated 
foods would by adultering legislation be com- 
mitting the very evil at which they aimed. 

They would encourage an industry they 
thought to suppress. There was some oleo- 
margarine which was entirely wholesome and 
palatable,and there was some that was noxious 
and deleterious to health. The result of this 
bill would be that those who continued to 
manufacture the compound would palm off a 
noxious article upon the market. 

Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina, regarded 
the introduction of the bill and the probable 
action of the house upon it asan _ illustration 
of the old adage that “extrewes met in both 
the physical and moral world.” It was simply 
protection run mad. Public judgment and the 
judgment of congress were pervertedand de- 
bauched by the long protection that had been 
given tothe whisky and tobacco manufact- 
uring monopolies, and now it was proposed to 
protect another industry by a consolidation of 
the manufacture and sale of both butter and 
oleomargarine in the hands of a few rich men. 
Oleomargarine was the discovery of science, of 
which the world ought to be proud. [Laughter 
and applause. ] 

“Oh, you laugh from igiorance!” exclaimed 
Mr. Tillman; ‘‘you don’t know how to pro- 
nounce the word. Even half of you pronounce 
it ‘oleo-mar-jarine.’”’ [Renewed laughter.] 

At this point the opponents of the bill, find- 
ing themselves outvoted on all propositions, 
turned the batteries of ridicule upon the 
reecasure, 

Mr. Deugherty, of Florida, fired the first shot 
with an amendment imposing a tax upon 
dealers in California and foreign oranges. 
This was ruled out on a point of order, amid 
loughter. 

Vhen Mr. Findlay.of Maryland, brought 
forward an amendment imposing a tax of $1,- 
0CO on the manufacturers of glass eggs. 

This amendment the chairman ruled out 
without a point of order having been raised by 
any member—an action which aroused the in- 
dignation of Messrs. Hammond, Gibson, of 
West Virginia, and*others,and a scene of great 
confusion, some bad feeling and irrepressible 
merriment ensued. 

Mr. Hammond inquired by what authority 
the chair had ruled an amendment out on his 
own volition, andthe reply of the chairman 
that it was his duty to protect the integrity of 
the proceedings of the house Was met with a 
round of applause. 

The opponents of the bill, not to be outdone 
in the demonstration, applauded a sarcastic 
question from Mr. Hammond, praying to be 
informed as to the rule ef proceedure which 
mace the chair judge of the integrity of the 
house. 

The chair said that the second clause of the 
first rule of the house authorized the chair- 
man to preserve order and decorum and in 
case of disturbances or disorderly conduct in 
the galleriesto cause them to.be cleared. 

In view of the confusion and noise, Mr. 
Faton, of Mississippi, thought proper to sug- 
gest ‘‘we are not in the galleries.” 

Mr. Hammond—I rise to a parliamentary in- 
quiry. Isthatthe only rule the chair can 
fird ? 

The chairman—The chair desires to state 
that he bas indulged the gentlemen in levity 
in regard to this bill and amendments, but he 
now desires to enforce the rule of the house, 
which requires that amendments shall be ger- 
mane and that the chair shall see that order 
is preserved. [Applause from the republican 
side}, 

Mr. VanEaton here suggested that the gal- 
leries should be cleared. 

Mr. Gibson said that the members had a 
right to ask for an appeal from the decision of 
the chair and that that appeal could not be 
taken when the chair refused to allow a ques- 
tion to be submitted to the house and he, 
therefore, demanded the reading of the 
amendment in order that he might appeal 
from the decision. 

The chair, however, declined to 
recognize the demand and recognized Mr. Ad- 
ams, of New York, who, amid laughter and 
applause, submitted the following amend- 
ment: 

That all manufacturers of incubators shall 
pay a tax of $10,000, and on every chicken 
hatched by artificial means there be imposed a 
tax of +2 for roosters and $1 for pullets, in 
order that the great- American hen may be 
properly protected. 

Mr. {Hammond (sarcastically)—I raise the 
point of order against the amendment in order 
to enable the chair to rule it out. 

The chairman—The chair does not entertain 
the amendment. 

The committee then rose, and Mr. Hatch 
endeavored to secure a night session for the 
consideration of the bill, but its opponents re- 
eorted to filibustering tactics, and after half 
én hour of noise and merriment, the hour of 
® o'clock having arrived, the house adjourned. 


WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


A Deed to President Cleveland--The Pees. 


dent to Go to New York. 

WASHINGTON, May 27.—United States Mar- 
shal Wilson today placed on record a deed in 
the name of Alfred A. Wilson and wife to 
Grover Cleveland of the Green property, at 
the junction of the Tenallytown and Woodley 
roads, above Georgetown, the consideration 
being $21,500. The property had previously 
been deeded to Wilson by Maria E. Green 
and George F. Green. 

‘ The president will leave Washington Sun- 
day afternoon and will participate in the dec- 
oration day exercises in Brooklyn and New 
York on Monday. He will be accompanied 
by Secretaries Endicott, Lamar and Whitney, 
Postmaster General Vilas and a few personal 
friends. Itis stated at the white house that 
the president will return to Washington Tues- 
day morping.

Maxwell Denies the Story of the Detective—He Says 
He Assumed His Name in England-The Trial of 
Herr Most in New York—A Witness for 
the Defense Gives Testimony,

St. Louis, May 27.—Maxwell was again on 


the witness stand today and testified that he 
bad never made any agreement with Detec- 
tive McCullough, his jail companion, about his 
defence. 

“But how about his testimony?” interrupted 
Mr. Fauntleroy, “in which he stated that you 
confessed to having murdered Preller because 
he would not furnish you money to go to 
Auckland?” 

“His whole stafement,” replied the witness. 
“was an infamous lie from the beginning to 
the end. I never saw the letter signed Mann 
which he says he wrote to me until it was pro- 
duced in court. I never tried to secure a 
false witness, nor to manufacture a bogus de- 
fense.” : 

On the cross examination, Maxwell said he 
had assumed the name of Maxwell in England, 
immediately after leaving his father’s home. 

The prosecution drew out of him an admis- 
sion of the falsity of a good many of the 
Stories he bad told of himself to people he had 
met in his travels, and whose 
testimony has been’ given on the 
dresent trial. Some of his own state- 
ments in his confession and his direct testi- 
mony were also shaken; but he explained that 
liquor drinking had something to do with his 
boastful habit and crooked stories. Some of 
his vagaries and forgeries he described as in- 
tended for jokes. 
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HERR MOST’S TRIAL. 


A Witness for the Defence Gives Some Start- 
ling Evidence. 


NEW YORK, May 27.—In the trial of Most 
today the defense placed on the stand a re- 
porter named Fleron, who was present at the 
meeting at which Most made his rank utter- 
ances. He detailed what he heard Most say 
in his speech, already reported. When cross- 
examined he damaged the defence seriously. 
He said Most had told his hearers how to 
make explosives that would kill, and had sug- 
gested their wives be provided?with them. 
The recorder drew forth from witness that 
Most bad advised the use of bomb3 to oppose 
such action as was taken against the riotous 
strikers of Chicago ahd Williamsburg. Most, 
too, had advised;muskets, instead of torches in 
labor parades. The prosecution ofticer then 
dismissed the witness with this remark to the 
jury: 

“Ifthejury does not convict the man who 
utters such sentiments as those of Most, testi- 
fied by to this witness for the defense, I know 
what the major part of the community would 
do. If the law failed to convict aman like 
Most, then I would hesitate to kill no more 
than I would to kill a rattlesnake.” 

At this point the case was adjourned till to- 
morrow. 

CHICAGO, May 27.—Otto Neebe, an anarch- 
ist, was arrested tonight. He is the leading 
stockholder in a socialistic publishing compa- 
ny, and was an active supporter of Spies, 
though never making himself prominent in 
anarchist meetings. 


THE BAIL FORFEITED. 


A Defendant in a Suit for Assault Fails to 
Putin an Appearance. 

BALTIMORE, May 27.—J. G. Barree was con- 
victed more than a year ago of attempted fel- 
ouvious assault upon Mrs. E. Kirkland, who 
was a boarder in the Albion hotel. His room 
adjoined hers, and he walked on the coping of 
the roof from the window of his room to that 
of hers, through which he effected an entrance 
to her room. The case was carried to the 
court of appeals, and Barre gave bail in 35,09), 
The appellate court affirmed the verdict, 
which would consign the accused to prison 
from two toten years. When the accused was 
called several days ago to receive sentence he 
did not appear, and today his bondsmen paid 
the sheriff $5,000, Thisis the first instance 
of the collection of forfeited bail in the history 
of the criminai court. Barre is still to beim- 
prisoned when found. 


Indicting the Anarchists. 

CHIcaGco, May 27.—It is understood that 
the indictments signed by the grand jury are 
as follows: For murder—Spies, Schwab, 
Fielden, Fischer, Lingg and Schnaubel. For 
assault to kill—Lingg. For conspiracy—Spies, 
Schwab, Fischer, Lingg, Fielden, Schnaubel, 
Parsons, Engel and Hirshberger. For unlaw- 
ful assembly—Spies, Schwab, Fielden, Fis- 
cher, Lingg, Parsons, Schnaubel, Hirshberger, 
Engel and probably Schneider. 

A few minutes before 1 o’clock today the 
grand jury returned the twenty-two indict- 
ments into court. They are known to be 
against the anarchists, but the clerk of the 
criminal court has thus far refpsed to allow 
anyone to see them. Captain William P. 
Black,.a well known attorney, and brother of 
the United States commissioner ef pensions, 
bas been retained to defend the anarchists. 
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DYNAMITE EXPLOSION. 


Government Works at Barnegat, New Jer- 
sey, Blow Up: 

BARNEGAT, N. J., May 27.—An explosion 
occurred this morning at the United States 
dynamite works,twoand a half miles from 
the village of Tom’s river, the vibration of 
which was felt throughout the ocean county. 
The building in which the explosion occurred 
contained two hundred pounds of dynamite, 
and was blown to atoms. Twomen were in- 
stantly killed, their bodies being horribly 
mutilated. Several persons were at workin 
the building, but had gone out just before the 
accident occurred, thereby naturally escaped 
death. The plastering was shaken from 
buildings in Tom river village. Window 
glass was broken at Forked river, thirteen 
miles distant, and doors were forced open by 
the concussion at Warltown, seventeen miles 
away, The sensation was similar to the effect 
of the recent earthquake. This is the ‘third 
blow up which has occurred within the past 
few months atthese works, but fortunately 
in the other explosions, no lives were lost. 


THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


Proceedings of the Convention at Cleveland, 
Ohio. ; 

CLEVELAND, O., May 27.—The general 
assembly of the Knights of Labor began its 
session at 8:30 o’clock this morning. The 
committee on laws presented a partial report 
embodying a number of propositions, one of 
which was takenup. The first proposition 
was, in effect, that the executive board should 
be increased from five to eleven members. 
The great growth of the order since the origi- 
nal executive committee was decided on de- 
mandsthat the work be distributed among 
more committeemen. The morning was spent 
in discussing the proposition. There was a 
general sentiment in favor of increasing the 
membership in the board, but the qrestion as 
to whether it would be proper fora special 
convention to take action in the matter met 
with some difference of opinion. 

After three hours discussion the report was 
referred back to the committee on laws with- 
out instructions. 

A committee on legislation was then ap- 
pointed. At twoo’clocka recess was taken 
until tomorrow morning at eight o'clock, at 
which time the committee on the state of the 
order is expected to report, A large number

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of local granges and in some states bodies of 
farmers have gone into the Knights of Labor 
as istrict assemblies. The farmer orders 
largely assisted the Knights in the late 
strikes in the southwest, and toshow an ap- 
preciation of brotherly aid, the general assem- 
bly appointed a committee to prepare an ad- 
dress to the granges, to be presented at its 
national convention. 

A committee vu pon legislation was also appoint 
ed, which will have charge of matters which 
members would like tv bring before congress. 

It is said that Mr. Powderly’s plan fur the 
future government of the order is the estab- 
lishment of astate assembly. There wil be 
then four assemblice. The local assemblies 
wili besubordinate to the districts, the dis- 
tricts to the state and the state to the national. 
The plan is reported to be very popular among 
those of delegates who have heard of it. 

Mr. Powderly’s plan as it is called, will do 
away With many unnecessary strikes. It pro- 
vides, among other things, that no assembly 
but the state and national shall have power 
to order a strike or boycott. Ifa local agsem- 
bly wants to order a strike it must first get 
the consent of district and then state as- 
semblies. Several months ago the carpet 
weavers in the vicinity of Yonkers, N.Y., or- 
ganized local assemblies of Knights of Labor 
and became attached to district 
aarembly No. 54. This district, 
already very large, made a vigorous protest 
against additional local assemblies, as the 
work of the district was very great: hence the 
carpet weavers organized district assembly 
No. 126. .While organizing the district the 
weavers were preparing fora strike, and at 
the presenttime arestriking. Three delegates 
were elected and sent to the Cleveland con- 
vention, the head of the delegation being 
Morrison, of Yonkers. There is an old rule of 
order that does not admit new districts to 
representation in special conventions of the 
geueral assmbly and knowing this, delegates 
from No. 126 prepared a printed appeal for 
distribution, among the members of the gen- 
era! assembly, asking that they be admitted 
to the convention. Morrison and his delega- 
tion were denied admission, as they expected, 
and then made an appeal to the executive 
board. All Wednesday afternoon the delegates 
from No. 126 were closeted with the board, 
and at the conference a truce was agreed upon. 
The executive board promised the delegates 
tbat thelr district should be represented at 
the Richmond convention tn Octeber, and that 
upon the adjournment of the special conven- 
tion the board would go to Yo: kersand inves- 
tigate the troubles existing be veenthe weay- 
ers and their employes, and tr; to fix up the 
diflicuity by arbitration: 

(me of the most important :ubjects under 
cousideration by the assembly is @ breach be- 
tween the Enights and trades unions, The 
joint committee of trades-unions, as has been 
published, conferred with the executive board 
of Kn ghts of Labor before the assembly con- 
veucd, and it was stated by the trades-union- 
ists t-emselves that very little dis- 
aprecment existed, The sub oct was 
meutioned in the call for assembly 
and early in the session was 
reserred to the proper. standing committee, 
that on the state of the order. Today mem- 
beis of trades unions addressed the committce, 
prominent among whom are A. J. McGuire, 
secretary of the brotherhood of carpenters 
and joiners; D. P. Boyer, chief organizer of 
the international typographical association, 
and A. Strasser, president of the international 
cigarmakers’ union. The session of the com- 
mittee was for the purpose of hearing the 
view8 and suggestions of the tradeg union 
representatives and details of cases where trou- 
ble has arisen between Knights of Labor and 
ru¢mbers of the unions. Boyer had but little 
to offer, the typographical union having no 
grievances. This organization also contains 
fewer Knights of Labor in proportion to size 
of its membership than any of the other 
unions. Mr. Boyer reported the greatest har- 
mony between his order and the knights, 
Most of the grievances of the other unions 
were of a personal nature. Thechief trouble 
between the cigarmakers and the knights 
arose through a disagreement among the 
members of the latter order in New York and 
the unionists coucerning minor points of re- 
lationship and precedence and the recent lock- 
out of the manufacturers. The carpenters 
had grievances to present, owing 
to the midiscretion of individuals 
on both sides in different localities, The 
hearing of the facts and suggestions ended 
with today’s committee meeting and no legis- 
lative action was taken. The committee will 
probably again convene tomorrow morning 
with members of trades-union comnitttee to 
try to reach an agreement concerning jurisdic- 
tion. An agreementor treaty way be formu- 
Jated whereby each side williose nothing of 
its principles and enable each other to work 
in harmony. Members of the committee on 
the state of the order say thit ne hing antag- 
onistic bas been discovered and their only 
task isto*make minor disag’ nents impossi- 
ble in the future. The com —ittee may report 
the result of their deliberations to the assem- 
bly as early as tomor .w forenoon. 


STRUGGLING STRIKERS. 


The Contlict Going on Between Capital and 
Labor 4 

PITTSBURG, May 27.-~about four hundred 
employes. of the Pennsylvania tube works 
have struck, and the mill has closed down. 
The shut down was occasioned by the man- 
ager refusing to explain reasons for discharg- 
ing a workman.

trade when the lockout took place.

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THE LIBERAL MEETING. 


MR. GLADSTONE MODIFIES THE 
HOME RULE BILL. 


Many Recruits Come to the Premier—The Second 
Reading of the Bill Considered Safe—Spurgeon 
on the Situation—Comment of the Eng- 
lishPress—Other Foreign Items. 


Lonpon, May 27.—The general liberal 
meeting, called by Mr. Gladstone, assembled 
at the foreign office this afternoon. The meet- 
ing was well attended by the premier’s sup- 
porters, but none of the known Hartington or 
Chamberlain dissidents was present. 

Mr. Gladstone was cheered when he entered. 
He at once proceeded to the business on “hand, 
and announced that the government had de- 
cided to modify the clause (No. 24) of the 
home rule bill excluding Irish representatives 
from Westminster. He did not state what the 
nature of the promised modification was to be, 
but did state that the government had decided 
to modify the clause, provided that the bill 
passed its second reading and was referred to 
a select committee for action during the au- 
tumn session of parliament. Mr. Gladstone 
declared that he would, at the autumn session 
of parliament, introduce an amended Irish 
home rule bill. : 

Continuing, the premier: said the members 
who voted for the home-rule bill would by 
doing so be in no Way committed to the sup- 
port of the Irish land purchase bill, the latter 
being a matter which would remain wholly 
within the power of the imperial parliament, 
even after the adoption of the home rule bill. 
Let those who said the concession of home 
rule to Ireland would impair imperial au- 
thority, remember that the imperial «parlia- 
ment was omnipotent and unable to divest it- 
self of its powers, which belonged to the 
nation. 

Mr. Gladstone warmly eulogized Harting- 
ton, who, he said, possessed integrity and man- 
liness. 

The premier, however, at no point during 
his speech, made avy allusion to Chamberlain. 
Concerning the matter of concession, Mr. 
Gladstone said the government was willing to 
submit to parliament a plan _ entitling 
Irish representatives to be invited 
to attend the imperial parlia- 
ment, whenever proposals. of taxation 
effecting Ireland were up for consideratien. 
Moreover, if the house of commons so wished, 
the government wss ready to undertake the 
responsibility of entitling the Irish to be 
heard in the imperial parliament on 
imperial or reserved questions. Changes in 
the home rule bill to accomplish these results 
would, however, entail reconstruction of the 
measure. The government, therefore, thought 
that afterthe second reading of the bill it 
might. be postponed until the autumn session of 
parliament, or the governmet might resummon 
parliament to an eariy session in 1557, and 
then again submit the bill with such necessary 
smendments as during the interval had been 
deemed advisable without prejudice to the 
principle of the bill. Mr. Gladstone, himself, 
thought the latter method a preferable one, as 
it. would give longer time for’ the 
consideration of proposed changes, and 
in the meantime the gevernment wonld 
keep the issue fairly and d arly before the 
people of three nations, wh+ <>, desire it was, 
he hoped, to remain united — ¢ f substantial 
purposes. 7 & > 2 

j.ord Salisbury’s recent eech, in Which he 
said the business of-Enghindg and Ire/@iid was 
to govern, had d ided the conditiow of the 
col troversy, beca he wae the official Spokes- 
men of the opposition. The Irish policy of 
the government’s opponents being, therefore, 
ecercion, the importance of settling the Irish 
qnestion now was intensified. It had been 
preposed to settle the matter by the adoption 
of an abstract resolution affirming the princi- 
ple of home rule for Ireland, but Gladstone 
thought the course proposed by the govern- 
ment would answer better. An endeavor had 
been made to emasculate the principle of an- 
tonomy for Ireland and convert the bill ijfoa 
delusion and @ snare. se 

At the conclusion of Mr. Glad art at 
dress, Lewis Llewellyn Delwyn (libem. ., 
member of parliament for the town of Swan- 
sea, arose and declared that he had been an- 
thorized to speak for the Welsh dissidents 
under certain contingencies. He now felt 
justified in making declaration, and that was 
that concessions offered by the premier were 
acceptable to Welsh dissidents and were 
by them accepted, and he _ “(Delwyn 
now assured Mr. Gladstone of the united sup- 
port of all the Welsh members. 

Among other speakers who announced their 
approval of Mr. Gladstone’s position were 
Joseph Arch, protege of Chamberlain, radical, 
agricultural member for northwest Norfolk; 
Sefred Illingworth, liberal, member for West 
Bradford; John Briaton, liberal 
Kidderminster; Joseph Russton, liberal, mem- 
ber for Lincoln City; Wm. Rathbone, liberal, 
member for Arpon division of Carparoonshire; 
Chas. Bradlau mh, radical, member for North- 
ampton ,borough, and a number of others. 

The meeting adjourned with three cheers 
for Mr. Gladstone. 

The meeting cordially approved the position 
taken by Mr. Gladstone. The premier’s fol- 
lowers bow express themselves as sanguine of 
the success of his Irish policy. They do not 
speak as if they feelat alithatany concessions 
buaye been made to the Chamberlainand Hart- 
ington followings, but maintain that Mr. Glad- 
stone bas defined the government's policy in 
& way soclear and satisfactory that liberal 
waverers can nolonger withhold their ap- 
proval and must rally tothe premier’s support. 
This, it isthought by the government party. 
raust result in practically breaking down the 
co-called dissident opposition, as it will leave 
no liberal, not actuated by pureiy personal 
motives, any farther ground for hostile 
8 fiiliation. A number of liberal 
dissidents who did not care to risk compromis- 
ing themselves by attending the meeting have 
bailed with undisguised satisfaction the atti- 
tude of the apparent conciliation adopted by 
the premier. These now opegly proclaim their 
intention to return to their party allegiance 
and vote with the government for the second 
reading. Among the first to announce their 
return have been John Fletcher Moulton, 
radical member of parliament for Clapham, 
and Samuel Whitbread, liberal member for 
Bedford. Both were adherents of Lord Hart- 
ington before today’s meeting. Both have 
since announced themselves as supporters of 
Mr. Gladstone. Mr. Whitbread’s accession is 
perhaps the most influential that the premier 
could have desired. He is the 
gentleman referred to as a Wise 
counsellor by Mr. Gladstone in 
his great speech introducing the bill on the 
sth of April, and, by reason of his high char- 
acter and sound judgment, has long been a 
conspicuous member of the liberal party. 
Resides the® above named, numbers of other 
dissidents bave openly pronounced themselves 
ealicfied with Mr. Gladstone's present attitude 
end the concessions he has promised to mike 
and declared their intention to yote for a 
second reading. The general opinion this af- 
ternoon is that the home rule bill will now 
certainly pass a second reading.

I¢ 
is now expected that the division will take 
place Tuesday next. The ministers rely upon 
obtaining a majority of thirty. 

In the house of commons this evening, Mr.

Mr. Morley, chief secretary for Ireland, said 
that the government could not comply with 
Mr. Healy’s request to let the lord lieutenant 
persopall apply the act.

‘Oleomargarine Blicita @ Discussion of Bxtendei 


Range—The Proposed Yellow Fever Investi- 
gation—A Romantic Incident of the War 
—Interestin Gordon's Campaign. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—[Special.]—Oleo- 
margarine is not a subject suggestive of elo- 
quence, but one of the most interesting debates 
of the present session took place in the house 
on the consideration of the bill to tax this in- 
genious counterfeit of butter ten cents a pound. 
Before the discussion ended it widened toa 
range including constitutional construction, 
the relation ofstate and federal rights, the 
tariff, internal revenue and other great ques- 
tions. 

The dairymen demonstrated the value of 
organization in their support of this bill. They 
scnt a lot of shrewd delegates to appear before 
the committee which reported the bill and then 
to work up a sentiment in its favor among the 
members of congress. Some of their 


-champions alluded to these butter makers 


as isimple minded men who were 

anding up for their rights against crafty com- 
Riiters engaged in the manufacture of bogus 
yutter. A sharper set of lobbyists than these 
buiter makers has seldom appeared in Wash- 
ingion, They managed their bill with an 
adroitness not often equaled, and assumed 
with decided effect that they represented the 
agricultural interests of the country on which 
congress isever ready to confer its sweetest 
smites. The dairymen are wise in their gen- 
elation. ‘Shey bave organizations, with local 
vid ecveral officers, journals, legal counsel, 
and even congressmen who directly represent 


their interest. The great fortune of Congress- 
man West, of New York, was made 
in the dairy busiacss, and 
there are several other mein bers 


‘whe have coined the golden product of the 
chuin into substantial wealth. 

Another question involving the power aud 
duty of congress arises on the proposéd ap- 
peiniment of a 

YELLOW FEVER COMMISSION, 
The opposition to this procedure has been 


led by Congressman Andrew J. Cald- 
wel’, of Tennessee, who deliv- 
ered a strong speech on the subject two 


weeksago. Mr. Caldwell agrees to the propo- 
sition that it is the duty of the general gov- 
erun cnt to protect the citizen from such dis- 
eaccs as ycilow fever, but he thinks the ap- 
poluiuent of a commission an awkward and 
unceriain means of safety. He has a bill pro- 
viding for the investigation of the causes and 
nature of yellow _ fever by ex- 
perts in the employ of the government, 
whoshall be allowed the fuilest liberty of 
method, and shall not be directed to inquire 
especially into the theory of Cannona, Friere, 
er anybody else. I hear that the committee 
on commerce is disposed to adopt the bill of 
Mr. Caldwell as a substitute for the commis: 
sion bi, and that if there is any legislation 
on this subject it will probably be in the 
dircetion of full and free investigation by 
acknowledged experts, instead of the organi- 
vation ofa commission directed and hampered 
by a schedule of specified duties, 
A WOMAN SOLDIER. 

Among the forty-five pension bills which were 
rushed through last Friday night was one for 
the relief of Franklin Thompson, alias S. E. E. 
Seels ¢. This bill brings out one of the romantic 
incidents of the civil! war. In a Kentue ky 
regiment which enlisted for the union service 
appearcd a delicate voung soldier under the 
name of Franklin Thompson. T hough ap- 
parentiy weak and frail, Thompson enc red 
the hardships of the service with remari. ible 
fortitude, and was found ready for any post of 
danger, always dashingly gallant in 
fight, gay in camp, active in ery 
enterprise. Thompson became the pet of the 
command, and for bravery was promoted to 
the rank of sergeant. After two years of ser- 
vice equal to that performed by the hardiest 
man in the regiment, Thompson fell wounded 
by a buailet in the breast, When the surgeon 
came to extract the ball, he was astounded to 
discover that the socalled Thompson was a 
woman. Nobody had guessed her secret be- 
fore, aud she was deeply distressed that it had 
at last come to light. This modern Amazon 
was Sarah Seelye, a country girl who had run 
away from home, disguised herself as a 
man, and for two years had done valiant 
service in the field. As soon as she was able 
to travel she was sent home to her family on 
the Kentucky border. Thompson, in the ex- 
citement over the discovery, was never duly 
mustered out of the service, and therefore was 
‘technically a deserter. The bill just passed 
removesthe charge of desertion and places 
tLe woman soidier on the pension rol!. 

THE GEORGIA CAMPAIGN | 

is attracting much attention in Washington, 

peruly because of the intense excitement over 
it in the state and the lively incidents which 
have marked its progress, but chietly because 
Genera! Gordon 1s so well known here. No 
man who has been in congress from the south 
since the war has had more friends or more 


peisonal influence at the capital than 
Generali Gordon. His old &S50- 
ciates in the senate are watching 


the campaign in Georgia with the keenest ia- 
teiesit. In the house are several men who 
were thrown with himin the fierce fortunes 
of war aud they take even a livelier interest 
in his present movements. The Washin zion 
correspondent of the Philadelphia Star gives 
the following item in reference to ine race 
fer the governorship: 

“tx-Senater Gordon’s plunge into the can- 
vase tor the governorship of Georgi. is a sur- 
rise «GChere. Fle was a dramatic fizure in 
the war, illustrating the best qualities of the 
American soldier, and he was a conspicuous 
Gemucratic leader in Georgia alter the 
‘War, Wit i aD imposing military 
figure and bearing, when he came to the sen- 
ate in 1873 he speedily won repu police 4n5S, 30 far 
as lis persona! relations were conce epned and, 
thrcughout his career as a senator, was a fav- 
orite, especially with the Grant and Hayes ad 

mip istiations. 

“He neyer hesitated to encounter therepub- 
licau leaders in debate, and in more thaa oue 
instance won laurels by the skill and terse- 
ness of his oratory. When he resigned there 
was regret among senators and oflicials of the 
senute, because of his fairness in his inter- 
course with his official equais and of his ur- 
ban: ty towards the officers of that body. He 
was chairman of the commerce committe, and 
it was proverbial that he filled that high sta- 
tion with dignity and ability. 

“His political career was as dramatic as his 
military career. I am told that General Lee 
reposcd im plicit confidence in his fighting ca- 
pacity. Usrion soldiers tell me of their respect 
for Gordon’s gallantry on the field, and of his 
generosity after he bad won a battls. His first 
achievements were at Seven 
Pives, as the confederates call it, or as we call 
it, Fair Oaks. He figured in the seven days 
fights, and received five wounds at Antietam, 
among them being that which inflicted an ugly 
scar upon bis cheek. #4 F. H. &.

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GRAND JURY PRESENTMENTS. 
The Grand Jury of fulten County Report 
Upon the Condition of Affairs. 

We the grand jury, selected, chosen andsworn 
for the spring term 1886 of Fultoa superior court, 
having completed our labors, beg leave to submit 
the following general presentments because of the 
fact that we desired the work to be deliberately 
and thoroughly done. Wehave, as the law di- 
rected we mifht do, appointed two competent cit- 
izens, W. W. Walland A. L, Waldo, to inspect and 
eXamine, during vacation, the officers’ papers, 
bocks, records, accounts and vouchers of the vari- 
ous county officers. and te makea full and com- 
plete report of the finances, disbursemeats and 
condition of the several offices to the grand jury 
atthe next fallterm ofthe court. The magpi- 
tude of the work to, be done made 
it impossible for any committee of the 
grand jury in the Jimited time they had to do it 
well. The character of the citizens appointed, isa 
guarantee that the work will be faithfully per- 
formed. We find the alms house in first-class con- 
Qition, both in regard tofsanitary condition and gen- 
eral management. The location of the alms house 
isexcellent. Through the proper committees we 
visitsd the different camps of the county chain- 
gang, both north and south Atlanta, and found 
everything in a satisfactory condition. Their 
quarters comfortable, bedding in reasonable, good 
condition, the provisions of sound and 
good quality and sufficient . in quantity. 
We talked to the conyiets in “the stockades, also 
those we visited on the works and none of them 
had any complaints to make of any character. We 
congratulate the county on her commissioners, 
They are good and true men as shown by the con- 
dition of the county in every respect. We have 
also through the proper committee, composed of 
citizens and members of the grand jury, visited the 
penitentiary camps located in Fulton county. We 
take pleasure in saying that we think the arrange- 
ments made for the comfort of the inmates at said 
camps are all that can be considered necessary. 
The convicts appear to be well fed andclothed. We 
visited the camp at the dinner hour, and had an 
opportunity to see the quantity and quality of 
food furnished, and we are pleased to state that it 
wholesome and well cooked. There 
isa very extensive vegetable garden at tlhe Chat- 
ishoochee camp, andthe convicts are kept sup. 
plied with fresh yegetables in great abundance. 
‘here are but two state camps located in Fulton 
county, and both of them areundertihe same man- 
agement. We talked freely with the convictsapart 
from their keepers in reference to their general 
treatment, and found but little complaint and that 
not well founded. The officers in charge of the 
camps afforded us every opportunity to thoroughly 
investigate everything in connection with our du- 
ties. We find the roads of the county in bad con- 
dition, Notably, the Peachtree road, about five 
miles out from the city, needs repairs. The Mc- 
Dovuough road, rear the city, isalsoin bad condi- 
tion and needs attention. The Campbellton road 
neecs macadamizing from the seven mile post to 
the nine mile post, the rock being already there. 
The Sandtown road we find in very bad condition 
from the torks of the Green’s Ferry roaa to and be- 
youd Utoy creek. We recommend that the road be 
macadamized and Utoy creek be bridged. While 
we attribute much of this bad condition in the 
roacs to the unprecedented rains we have had, 
still we urge greater attention to their duties on 
the part of the road commissioners. We visited in 
a body the Fulton county jail. We found the jail 
neatly kept, but on account of United$states prison- 
ers being confined there, we fonnd jit very much 
crowded. On account of this crowded con- 
dition we earnestly recommend the _ build- 
ing of a hospital in oor near the jail 
yard where the sick and disabled inmates may 
receive that attention that it will be impossible to 
bestow upon them in the jail proper. The sani- 
tary condition of the jailis being very much im- 
proved, in accordance with the recommendation 
ofthe grand jury. The grand jury have carefully 
and laboriously investigated the case of Bud Wit- 
liams, aconvictinthe county chringang whose 
feet were so fearfully frozen sometime ago. We 
cannot lay the blame, if any there was, to any 
particular person, but we think that during ex- 
cessively cold weather fire should be kept burning 
during the night, and any neglect todo so should 
be visited upon the party in charge of said con- 
victs to the extent of immediate dismissal and 
criminal prosecution. 

We have elected as county commissioners in the 
place of Mr. Walker Inman and Mr. Authony 
Murphy, whose terms expired, Dr. Henry Wilson 
and Mr. James D. Collins. In place of Adam §, 
Poole, Malcolm Johnson and Richard B. Jett, 
members of the board of education of Fulton 
county, whose terms expired, we have recom- 
mended for reappointment Adam S, Poole, Mal- 
colm Johnson and Moses W. Dobbins. We have 
recommended for notaries pnblic Mr. A. A. Man- 
ning, to fill the unexpirod term of John Rhea, re- 
signed, aud A. A Wilson recommended for ap- 
pointment as his own successor. We have 
examined the dockets of the several justices of the 
peace and notaries publicof Fulton county, and 
are pleased to say that we have found them 
neatly and correctly kept. In this connection we 
especially urge upon committing magistrates the 
importance of taking good and sufficient bond in 
cases brought before them for disposition, and we 
caruestiy request the sheriff of Fulton county to 
approve no Criminal bond until he is satisfied 
from thorough investigation, that the securities on 
such bonds are good beyond all question. 

itis much to be regretted that the law giving 
the judge of the Stone Mountain circuit power to 
try felony cases in the ~ Atlanta circuit, 
while Judge Marshall J. Clarke is 
disposing of the civil business, is not clear and 
well defined. It was clearly the intention of the 
legislature to clothe the judge of said circuit with 
eveh power. His want of such powerl{defeats the 

iy object. had;in view inthe creation’of the Stoue 
muunulain circuit. With Judge Richard H. Ular« 
trying the criminal business and Judge Marshall s S 
Clarke the Civil, the businessof the court was pro- 
ccecing most admirably. Many cases of long stand- 
ipy, both civil and criminal, were being rapidly 


disposed of. This was especially true 
ol criminval CASES in which parties 
were out on bond. Under the old 
order of things, when a= party accused of 


clime could give bond,,;it was tautamount to an 
acquittal for the simple reason that the whole 
time of the courtallotted to the trial of criminal 
cases was barely suflicient to clear the jail, and 
even then the civil business was sadly neglected. 


‘We trust that whatever defect there may hein the 


iaw as it stands, will be cured by amendment as 
soon as possible afterthe legislature meets. 

jn taking Jeave of his honor, Judge Marshall J. 
Clarke, we take occasion to say that we do not be- 
lieve his superior ever sat ugon the bench in any 
county of our state. He has qualities which emi- 
nently fit him for the bench, and should he see 
fit to pursue a judicial career, 
we sincerely believe that he wil ere long be called 
to the supreme bench, where his published opin- 
ios will cause him to be associated in the judicial 
history of our state with Lumpkin, Warner, Ste- 
phens, Nisbet and the other great judges of our 
highest court. 

Ve also express our high appreciation of the val- 

able services rendered us by our solicitor-general, 
Hicn. Charles D..Hill. He most cheerfully render- 
€d usall necessary information-and assistance in 
our arduous duties, aud we take pleasure in com- 
mending him as a most efficient and faithful offi- 
cer, worthy of the fullconfideuce and esteem of the 
eitire community.

Jar judgment and foreclose on the governor- 
ship they know they could never win aftera 
free trial. ‘The processes of the ring have 
been flagrant, and its fight against primaries 
bas been unbroken. 

Ina number of counties, the votes of 
which have been promised to Major Bacon 
and the Macon ring by a few local politi-

A Remedy Suggested. 

The labor troubles that recently convulsed 
certain sections of the country, and that will 
convulse them again, have produced an in- 
finite variety of conjectures as to their 
origin and probable culmination. Yet, 
amid all that has been written and said, not 
a single feasible preventive remedy has been 
suggested. 

It is a fact that heretofore, in all countries 
and in all ages, all great economic problems 
have solved themselves. But, that such 
problems should be allowed to take such.@ 
course in the nineteenth century is to con- 
fess that all cur boasted advancement is still 
too weak to successfully grapple with an 
everyday question. 

The laborer’s remedy is fewer hours of 
work and an increase of wages. The manu- 
facturing capitalist ohjects to this, upon the 
ground that the demand for what he manu- 
factures will warrant neither the one nor the 
other. A dead lock ensues, and the troubles 
are still unremedied. 

If, by chance, some thoughtful student of 
economic problems devises a feasible remedy, 
it is either hidden among the rarely cut 
pages of some musty review, or it is buried 
out of sight of the masses inan uninviting 
pamphlet. 

Instead of abusing the capitalist, or de 
nouncivg the laborer, incited to unlawful 
acts by the incendiary utterances of un- 
principled scoundrels, why do not the news- 
papers seek to devise an acceptable remedy 
for these deplorable troubles? They have 
found remedies in other instances, and have 
Fo moulded public opinion that their sug- 
gestions have been accepted and successfully 
applied. 


It must be admitted that any remedy to « 


be successful will require concessions from 
both capitalist and laborer. Nothing will 
be gained by the stubborn maintenance of 
his position by either. The former must be 
permitted to make a fair profit upon his ¢ap- 
ital, and the latter must be paid commen- 
surately with the value of his services. If it 
be possible to devise a plan by which these 
two things can be secured, a proper remedy 
is provided. 

Ofihe remedies that have been tested at 
fhe north, one has worked fairly well in the 
large manufacturing establishments where it 
has been tried—namely, the measurement of 
the laborers’ wages by the prices obtained by 
the manufacturing capitalist for his products.

| ‘The result of this is a sliding seale that fits 


all seasons, and the resnlt seems to be satis- 
tactory to both labor and capital. 

The question of the number of hours of 
work is not considered, because men will not 
object to working ten, or even twelve hours, 
if they are properly paid. As a rule, the 
American laborer is not unreasonable. On 
the contrary, he is conservative in his ten- 
dencies; and, when convinced that the busi- 
ness of hisemployer will justify only a cer- 
tain rate of wages, will cheerfully accept it, 
or will peaceably seek employment else- 
where. 


A Jank Shop Curiosity. 

About ten years ago the Moffett beil 
punch was considered something immense. 

It originated in Virginia during the dis- 
cussion of the state debt, and afflicted the 
people stimultaneousiy with readjustment, 
The bel] punch was an instrument devised 
fo aid in the collection of the state liquor 
tax. It was a curious looking iron box, with a 
crank on one end, a dial faee, and hands 
that registered the number of times the 
crank was turned. Inside of the box was 
the machinery, and «a bel! which rang out 
the number of drinks sold, the bell ringing 
each time the crank revolved. 

This annoying invention disgusted the 
bar keepers and made the drinkers mad. 
One was placed on every bar counter in the 
state. Officers visited the saloons to exam- 
ine the number of drinks registered by the 
punch and to collect the two cents tax on 
every drink sold. The liquor men com- 
pliined that they were the victims of class 
legislation, and their customers grew indig- 
nant over the irritating ‘‘ting-a-ling’’ of the 
bell whenever they took a cocktail. Public 
discontent reached a threatening pitch of 
excitement, and finally the obnoxious law 
was repealed. 

Then the state government called in the 
bell punches. There were fully five thous- 
and of them. They had cost the state a lit- 
tle over five dollara a piece and had been 
sold to the saloou men at double that price. 
When the machines were returned to Rich- 
wond Governor Holliday, having no horses, 
stored them in the gubernatorial stables. 
The néxt goverre: owned horses. He 
caused the prv«i.sa to be removed to a place 
where the age cost the state fifteen dol- 
lars a b b. Gradualiy the storage bill 
has beene:. ‘gup the finances of the state, 
and there iave been numerous growls. 
Last Saturday the entire collection of relics 
was sold at auction. A junk dealer bought 
the things for six cents a piece, and carted 
thciu off to bis shop. What will become of 
them vow nobody cau tell, but_it is not 
likely that they will. again become a part 
of the machinery of the government.

The wife of his youth has gone an exile 
from Frauce and her husband knows nothing of 
her. He will spend the remnant of his life ina 
search, The anger of the proud parents is 
sjent. They are intheir graves. The fortune 
they held back from him has fallen to his lot. 
Trembling with age Mistral now comes out of 
his living tomb and asks for his ‘‘wife.”

THE death of General Fred N. Ogden, of 
New Orleans, which occurred Tuesday eve- 
ning, removes an old soldier who was greatly 
loved by the people of his section. He was 
born in Baton Rouge in 1837 and entered the 
confederate service as a volunteer in March, 
1861, By his gallant conduct he rose rapidly 
and was soona major, and subsequently was 
on General Polk’s staff. When, in 1873, the 
effort was made in Louisiana to displace the 
Metropolitan police acting for the Kellogg 
crowd, Fred N. Ogden was appointed briga- 
dier- general of state troops. His attack on the 
police at that time was unsuccessful, but in 
i+714 matters culminated in an engagement on 
the levee at the foot of Canal street and the 
citizens and White League were led by Gen- 
eral Ogden to a victory. The Metropolitan 
police were driven to the courthouse for pro- 
tection, and the democratic government re- 
established. He did service in 1877, when the 
Nichols-Packard conflict was in hand. Dur- 
ing the yellow fever epidemic he was elected 
president of the Howard association, and did 
noble and valuable service. He did much for 
the people of his state and city, and his death 
is deeply mourned.

His Reception end Address in Hartwell Yesterdey - 

The Hartwell Sun Changes Front—Phe Visit 

to Carnesville and Bowersville—The En- 
thusiasm of the Pecple- Other Items, 
nel 

Hantwet, Ga., May 27.—({Special.]—Gen- 
eral Gordon reached here this morning at 6 
o'clock, having traveled all night. He came 
on an extra train from Toceoa, accompanied 
by Colonel E. Sebafer, James Wilson, superin- 
tendent of the Elberton and Hartwell road, 
Lewis Davis, of Toccoa, and Mr. 0’Bryan, of 


Atlanta. 


The genera}’s arrival was not expected so 
early, but he was met and conducted to the 
Bobo house by a delegation of our best citizens, 
where he rested for a few hours, after which 
he received calls from a host of prominent 
men of our town and county. Many of the old 
soldiers of our county who served with him 
more than twenty years ago greeted him with. 
great enthusiasm. Such a manifestation of 
devotion was never seen in our town as was 
shown, not only by the old soldiers but by. 
many who have known him in peace. 

AN INTERESTING INCIDENT. 

Mr. J, W. Harper, a highly respected citizen 
of our county, said today: 

“When J] was wounded in the war and had 
travelled about as long as I could walk, Gen- 
eral Gordon happened to ride up behind me. 
He saw I was making a poor out getting along 
and heasked what was the matter.

PROGRESS OF THE CAMPAIGN. 


“About three months ago Hon. John BL. Gordon 
informed the writer that he would soon retire frum 
publiclife.

To have accomplished what he 
did in war, by skill and valor, and not by political 
influence, proves an intellect born to command, 
and qualities that the world always has and al- 
ways willadmire. Faithfal to the last, and tothe 
very last displaying his heroic spirit and energetic 
nature, it was most natura! thata grateful people 
should, ‘when the war drum ceased to rattle,’ 
look to him for counsel and leadership. He 
was in 1865, perhaps thebest beloved and trusted of 
Georgians, and the men who followed his metcor- 
sword, flashing in the van of battle, were williug 
and ready to follow him in the equally trying days 
that came with the furling of the flags of armed 
strife, but not the black flag of radical hate, venge- 
auce and unfriendly legislation. He had sheathed 
his good blade, but loyalty to the union did ot re- 
guire of him allegiance to the Jacobin borde that 
sought the inversion of our social pyramid, the 


robbery of our property and- rights, 
and the “circumvention of God,”’ 
Against that assailment of organ- 


ized wealth and intellect, in league with densest 
barbarism, he spoke and struggled. Againsta sys- 
tem of oppression concocted at Washington and 
engineered by the civic and military arm of the 
government, he roused the people, marshalled 
them at the polls and led them to a victory of 
which he and they were shamefully and deliber- 
ately swindled, No one believes that Bullock was 
fairly elected governor of Georgia, but all know that 
John B. Gordon was. Nothing daunted, he contin- 
ued the contest in the forum of reason, and while 
rallying his people to an honest belief in the un- 
ion, he kept them massed against that free power 
which was a menace to the trne government of the 
fathers aud the knell of liberty as well. When the 
day of deliverance came, a grateful constituency 
elected him to the senate of the United States, de- 
spite the tremendous competition ef Hon. A. H.

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NEW BUILDINGS. 


THE MONEY TO BE EXPENDED IN 
THEM THIS YEAR... 


The United States Barracks to Be Commenced on 
the First of July and the 875,000 to Be Dis- 
tributed this Year—The Clase of Build- 
ings—The East Tennessce Depot. 


During the last six months of the present 
year the United States government will spend 
$75,000 in Atlanta. 

An average of $12,500 a month. 

The money will be expended on the United 
States barracks. The plans forthe buildings 
are now in Captain Jacob’s office in this city, 
and the bids that have been received as well as 
those that yet come in, will be opened on the 
14th of June and the contract awarded. The 
work will be commenced on the first of July 
and from that time until the buildings are 
completed that portion of the county in which 
the barracks are located will be lively. The 
buildings that are to be erected will accom- 
modate ten companies, and when completed 
will cost $510,000. During the present year, 
however, only two bu !dings,a double and a 
triple house, will bc erected. These will 
quarter four compa:.i.cs and a band. The 
buildings will be handsome brick strnctares 
two stories high, with double verandahs. The 
style of architecture is attractive,and when 
finished the barracks will be a pretty place. 

“There will be no prettier barracks in the 
country,” said Mr. Scwarz, chief clerk in Cap- 
tain Jacobs’s office,as he was showing the 
plans yesterday. 

“And when willthe work be completed?’ 
asked a CONSTITUTION reporter. 

‘‘That depends altogether upon the appro- 
priation. This year only #75, can be 
expended, as I have just told you. You see, 
in 84, $200,000 were set aside by congress for 
repairing old and building new quarters. The 
secretary of war gave 3100,000 to Atlanta, but 
before we got ready for work down here $25,- 
000 of the $100,000 had been used somewhere 
else, and we will have toget that $25,000 back 
fror: another appropriation.” 

‘, nen, it will be some time before the work 
is « snpleted?” 

‘Well, I can’t say. It depends on two 
things. After the congress makes the appro- 
priation the secretary of war allots it. He 
may give us enough at once and he may not. 
However, ifthe Georgia delegation in con- 
gress takes a firm hold on the matter they 
may push it through. I think, however, that 
the work will be pushed without any delay.” 

TRINITY CHURCH IMPROVEMENTS. 

A reporter called on Mr. W. H. Parkins and 
asked for information about the improve- 
ments to be made on Trinity church. 

“A wing will be added tothe church,’ he 
eaid, “in therear.« It will be 25x90 feet, and 
will be constructed in thestyle of architec- 
ture .used in the construction of the church. 
It will afford three hundred and fifty addi- 
tional sittings. Besides this, additional room 
will be given to the Sunday school room in the 
basement. The interior of the chur¢h will be 
newly frescoed.”’ 

‘What will be the cost?” 

“About twenty thousand dollars.”’

As-has already been announced, the build- 
ing committee of the Young Mens’ Christian 
association has rejected all bids for the erec- 
tion of the new building. Advertisements 
have been made calling for new bids, to be 
opened on the 19th of June. The building 
will certainly be commenced this year. The 
committee expects to expend in its erection 
about sixty thousand dollars. 

THE NEW DEPOT. 

The erection of the new depot of the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad will 
soon be commenced. It will be situated just 
below the present depot, and will contain the 
general offices besides all facilities for freight 
and passenger business. 

Superintendent Barnes has recsived the bids 
for erecting the depot, and will at once submit 
them to General Manager Hudson. If satis- 
factory, he will accept one of them, and order 
the work to be commenced. 

The depot will be a very handsome one. It 
will cost about thirty-five thousand dollars.
